Mutiny of British Grenadiers at Chelsea 
Barracks. 


THEY REFUSE TO OBEY AW ORDER TO 
PARADE THIS MORNING. 


The War Office Notified and the Ring- 
leaders Arrested — Grievances of the 
Guardsmen— Another Massacre Re- 
ported From Madagascar—Oount Wal- 
dersee’s New Commission—Events in 


Europe. 


Loxpos, April 21.—For some years past 
there has been a feeling of growing discon- 
tent, realor imaginary, in some portions of 
the British army. This feeling, it was sup- 
posed, came to a head about a year ago when 
the Second Battalion of the Grenadier 
Guards, quartered at Wellington Barracks, 
pear Buckingham Palace, London, practi- 
cally broke out intoopen mutiny and were 
exiled to Bermuda for so doing. The general 
opinion was that this would call the atten- 
tion of the authorities to complaints of the 
soldiery and that the eventual result of the 
agitation would be that inquiries would be 
made into the extent and basis of the trouble, 
and that steps would be taken to remedy the 
evils complained of. 

This does not seen to be the case, for this 
morning there is renewed and great excite- 
ment in military circles caused by a mutinous 
demonstration in almost every particular 
similar to that which caused the Second 
Rattalion of Grenadier Guards to be sent to 
Bermuda in disgrace. And again it is the 
Grenadier Guards, the crack infantry guards- 
men of England, the famous British Grena- 
diers, who are in revolt. 

REFUSED TO PARADE. 

The Getails of this latest military disturb- 
ance are as follows: The Third Battalion of 
the Grenadier Guards, who are at present 
quartered at Chelsea Barracks in this city, 
were ordered to parade in full marching 
order at 8 o’clock this morning. The men, 
who have been in a sullen frame of mind for 
some time past, refused to obey this order. 
officers of the battalion thereupon 
eld 11 hurried consultation and 
the leading non-commissioned om 
cers were communicated with. The 
latter in pursuance to the orders attempted 
to reason with the mutineers and to persuade 
them to turn out and parade and not to 
bring more disgrace upon the distinguished 
corpsto which they belonged. The argu- 
ments of the non-commissioned officers 
eventually had some effect upon the privates, 
and after a long period of waiting four com- 
panies of the Third Battalion of Grena- 
diers straggied slowly and with every mark 
of out ward discontent out upon the parade 
ground of Chelsea Barracks. The remaining 
companies, however, refused to leave their 
rooms inthe barracks. 

After further consultation among the Third 
Battalion officers and after the officials of the 
War Office had been notified of the occur- 
rence the oldest members of the more dis- 
contented portion of the battalion, the men 
having the longest terms of service, were 
placed under arrest andan investigation 
into the cause of the mutiny was 
commenced in order that a  prelimin- 
ary report upon the subject may be placed 
before the Duke ot Cambridge, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the forces. 

CAUSE OF THE DISCONTENT. 

The discontent has been growing fora long 
time past. The present mutineers in expla- 
nation of their conduct claim that the order 
issued to them to parade in full ma rching or- 
der is an unprecedented step for the com 
manding officer to take upon a cay when the 
battalion is called upon to mount guard at 
the palaces, etc. The men aiso deciare that 
they have been long subjected toa series of 
excessive and annoying drills for which there 
was no cause or reason. They assert that 
these alieged excessive drills were not ordered 
with the view of perfecting the battalion In 
military maneuvers or in the manual 
arms but the men say that these drilis 
were ordered solely for the convenience of 
thelr officers whoare enabled to leave Lon 
con to go to the country, travel on the Conti 
nent, enjoy yachting and fishing excursions, 
hunting trips and other similar relaxations 
while the privates and non-commissioned 
oMcers of the battalions to which these om 
cers belong remain in London and are sub-

But 
One Englishman was killed and only four 
wounded. The native villages in the vicinity 
of the British camp were burned. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


ANOTHER MADAGASCAR MASSACRE—JEWISH 
PERSECUTION—EVENTS ABROAD. 

MARSEILLES, April 21.—The latest malls 
from Madagascar bring a report that the 
Sakalivas of Marrombo have massacred the 
Governor of Tubear and fifty -seven Hova sol- 
diers. The victims bodies were terribly muti- 
lated. Thirteen Hova customs officials were 
also murdered. The inhabitants of Tubear 
fied in terror.

SMOKELESS POWDER. 


Satisfactory Resulte Obtained From «a 
Brand of American Make. 


WASHINGTON; D. C., April 21.—In the light 
of the highly satisfactory results recently ob- 
tained with a new brand of smokeless powder 
of American make, ordnance officials are now 
convinced that it isonly a question of a few 
months before the army and navy will be 
able to adopt a new standard powder equal 
in efficiency tothe very best produced and 
used by any foreign power. In truth, America 
is abead to-day in the matter of smokeless 
powder for small arms, and the success at- 
tained can be regarded as quite an achieve - 
ment for America. The best results obtained 
by the navy have been from a brand manua- 
factured under the supervision of 
Commander Jewell at Newport. It is 
considered quite as good as any of the 
foreign brands and better thanany of those 
submitted by private parties for trial, but the 
naval authorities hope to reach a still higher 
degree of perfection before adopting a stand- 
ard brand. Thearmy ordvoance oficiais have 
not made much progress with their powder, 
hut in their efforts to obtain a suitable brand 
for the proposed new #-caliber rifie they 
have made a great many experiments with 
samples submitted by private inventors. The 
most satisfactory powder was submitted by 
Mr. Warren F. Houghton of North Adams, 
Mass., andshows the best results yet ob- 
tained with any smokeless powder. With 
the moderate charge of 22 grains and a 
230- grain bullet in a 80-caliber 
rifle, a muzzle velocity of 1,957 
feet per second, with a pressure of only 50, 
(00 pounds to the square inch, was attained. 
With the charge increased to thirty-four 
grains, a velocity of 2,00 feet per second, 
with a pressure of 5,000 pounds, was re- 
corded. These are by far the highest veloci- 
ties and lowest pressures yet attained with 
any of the new smokeless powders. This new 
American powder is free from smoke. Itis 
odorless, and gives a progressive rate of 
burning. It is uniform in action, does not 
foul the piece, and is supposed to have good 
keeping qualities, though this is a point that 
it will take time to determine. In addition to 
these qualities, which are only by 
the best foreign brands, it gives the minimum 
interior pressure with the maximum internal 
velocity, and in these respects surpasses 
otLer brands. 8 

WILL UPSET THE SITES.

City Tied Up To-Day. 


TWO HUNDRED CONDUCTORS AND DRIV- 
ERS QUIT WORK. 


A Few Cars Running Under Police Pro- 
tection— Pinkerton Guards Going Into 
the Coke Region—How May Day Is to 
Be Inaugurated in Europe—Strikes and 
Lockouts, ‘ ra 


DETROIT, Mich., April 21.—Dtfferences be- 
tween the employes of the City Rallway Co. 
andthe employing corporation, which con- 
trols every street car line in this city, but 
one, came toa head this morning in a strike 
and the partial suspension of street car 
transportation facilities. The men are ag- 
grieved at the discharge of several con- 
ductors and drivers who were organizing 
them for a strike to come off later in the sea- 
son when they should be well prepared to 
handle it. The railway company’s method of 
taking time by the forelock precipitated 
the strike, about 200 of the 780 employes going 
out. The Grand River Avenue system of 
six miles is tied up, only two cars being in 
service. The Michigan, Trumbull and Gra- 
tiot Avenue and Cross Town lines, nine miles 
in length, are also tied up. The Chenest 
line, anew road ia the eastern part of the 
city, with a light business; is also out of com- 
mission. The lines tied up are those of 
the great arteries to the center of 
the city, and at 7o0’clock this morning when 
people started to go down towm the con- 
fusion was great. Everybody had to walk. 

FIRST BLOOD i THE CONTEST. 

The first attempt tostart a car was made at 
7:30. As the car pulled out of the barn the 
crowd began to yell and jeer. The conductor 
and driver were very pale, and showed 
fright. The strikers seemed to grow sudden. 
ly angrier, and as the car turned upon the 
main track made a sudden rush. The first 
striker who mounted the platform was 
seized by an Officer and placed under arrest. 
In the melee Capt. Burger received a blow in 
the neck. The skin was abrased, and the 
Captain shed the first biood of the strike. 
Fifteen minutes later another car was pulled 
out. Four patrolmen took their stand on the 
platform. The crowd, probably overawed by 
the arrest of one of their number, made no 
demonstration except to shout and jeer. 
The strikers refuse to divulge their inten- 
tions, but their appearance this morning was 
ominous. 


CIGARMAKERS’ DEMAED. 

CHuIcaGco, April 21.—The union cigarmakers 
of the city, who number about fourteen hun- 
dred men, have sent their employers formal 
notice of a demand for an advance in wages 
on May 4, in default of which they will strike. 
A long struggie is anticipated. The men 
claim to have backing to the amount of §1,- 
000,000 to make the strike a success. 


HARBOR RIOTLNG. 


)RON-URION CREWS DRIVEN FROM VESSELS AT 
CHICAGO. 

Curcaco, II., April 21.—Harbor rioting for 
the season of 1691 began yesterday. The 
schooner Fay was lying in Centrai Elevator 
Slip C, fitting out, a non-union crew being on 
board. During theafternoon a body of men 
numbering fully fifty made a sudden raid on 
the vessel. Central Slip Cis away down at 
the mouth of the harbor, the police do not go 
there at all and the attacking party had it all 
their oon way. The crew of the schooner 
were at work aloft and on the booms. With- 
out the slightest warning the attacking party 
boarded the vessel and the crew were hustied 
down on deck. Twoofthe men made some 
resistance but they were quickly overcome 
and all of them were thrown on the deck and 
driven away. In his report ot the matter 4o 
the police, the Captain says: 

»The greatest violence and brutality was 
used towards the men and they were driven 
off without their bags and withouf their 
pay. ’* 

The reporter interviewed the masters and 
crews of the steamers who witpessed the 
raid and asked if the attacking party were 
sailors. They could not say, but could not see 
who else but sallors would be interested in 
driving off this non-union crew. The Sea- 
men’s Union know nothing of the affair, and 
thus the matter stands. As the non-union 
crew took to their heels when allowed to go, 
none of them could be found by the reporter. 

The Seamen’s Union, like all the other lake 
organizations, are very strongly organized 
this spring all over the lakes. Indeed labor 
is thoroughly organized all over the world. 
The wages for seamen are fixed at $2 per 
diem. and the mates and cooks must be mem 
bers of the union as well as the crews. 


UNABLE TO GET CREWS. 

Race, Wis., April 21.—Vessel men here are 
having a hard time of it in securing help for 
unloading vessels on account of the organiza- 
tion of a stevedores’ union, which advanced 
rates. The Captain of the schooner Newland 
said that he would be compelled to lay up his 
schooner, as he was running in debt every 
trip. Stevedores have raised their scale u 
per cent over last year’s prices. ‘The schoon- 
ers Industry, William Finch and Wright, 
inden with lumber and shingles, refused to 
pay the union scale and were unloaded by the 
crew. ö 


PINKERTON’S MEN. 


ONE HUNDRED ARMED GUARDS BOUND FOR THE

Pirtsecre, Fa., April 21.—Asquadof 100

were originally from Chicago and other 
Western cities. They refused to name their 
destination, but after breakfasting at the 
Union Station they boarded a tra on the 
Southwestern Pennsylvania RBatlroad, which 
is the direct route to the coke region.

trations very generally met to perfect their 
preparations for the com demonstration.

They oppose a strike because the men are 
not prepared for it, and because of the dan- 
ger of creating an antagonistic feeling in the 
Cortez which might jeopardize important re- 
form measures already suggested by the gov- 
ernment. On the otherhand the working- 
men resent the threatof their employers to 
unite in refusing them a holiday on May 1. 
Their anger has been accentuated by the em- 
ployers insisting that such indoor meetings as 
may be held by the workmen shall in every 
instance be attended by a government officer. 

It is understood that all the European gov- 
ernments will refuse to permit outdoor 
Gemonstrations on May Day. 


STONEMASONS LOCKED OUT. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 21.—A general lock- 
out of stonemasons was inaugurated in Pitts- 
burg and Alleghany this morning by the 
Master Masons’ Association. The trouble 
arose over a dispute of hod-carriers at work 
on the Providence Mission Church, in Alle- 
ghany City, over non-union men. The ac- 
tion of the master masom may result in pre- 
cipitating the lockout of All the men engaged 
in the building trades. The lockout has been 
expected and it is probable the workers, 
through their officials, May retaliate by be- 
— the big strike ten days ahead of 

me. 


WORLD'S FAIR WORKERS OUT. 
CIAO, III., April 21.—Work on the 
World’s Fair site at Jackson Park is entirely 
suspended to-day. Six hundred of the 950 
men at work struck yesterday and the re- 
mainder declined to go to work this morning. 
There has been no disturbance. 


WORK FOR 2,00 MEN. 

PitTrspurGc, Fa., April 21.—A general re- 
sumption of work took place at the Edgar 
Thompson Steel-works to-day after ten 
weeks’ idieness. The resumption gives em- 
ployment to 2,000 men. 


CRIMINAL MATTERS. 

CINCINNATI, O., April 21.,—The discontent of 
the Kentucky Union employes who have, it is 
said, been unable to get their pay for some 
time, has culminated ma serious act of de- 
struction. It is learned that unpaid em- 
ployes of the road and mountaineers of 
Breathitt County who have never been paid 
for their timber, wrecked the entire road in 
Breathitt County for a distance of twenty- 
five miles. Bridges were burned and culverts 
Gestroyed. The road will be crippled for 
weeks, and the cost of the damage will 
amount to fully $9,000. A local employe, dis- 
cuss ing the situation, said the men who com- 
mitted the crime were illiterate and des- 
perate. The wires were down all of yesterday, 
and it was impossible tolearn what was go- 
ing on in the mountain regions.

Denton then 
gave bond before a Justice of the Peace at 
Napoleon for his appearance for preliminary 
hearing.

PRESIDENT THURSTON GIVES THE 
WATCHWORD OF THE CAMPAIGN, 


* — — 


Opening Address Before the Convention 
To-Day—The Faults of the MoKinley 
Bill Will Be Remedied—Purpose of the 
Farmers’ Alliance—Political Notes 
State Legislation. 


CINCINNATI, April 21,—Music Hall, famous 
for its political gatherings, wore a gala ap- 
pearance in honor of the Republican League 
Convention, which began its sessions here 
to-day. The decorations were tasteful and 
flags and bunting in abundance graced the 
walls, and pictureg of Lincoln, Blaine, Gar- 
field, Harrison and many other distinguished 
leaders of the Republican party were to be 
seen on all sides, those of Lincoln and Blaine 
being central figures. 

The places assigned to the delegates from 
the respective States wére designated by neat 
banners bearing the name of the States. The 
hour fixed for the convention was 12 o’dlock 
noom, but it was long past that time when 
the delegates began to assemble. A delegate, 
to relieve the monotony, started ‘‘Marching 
Through Georgia,’’ and the refrain was taken 
upandsung with a will by those present. 
Then followed ‘‘Rally Round the Flag, 
John Brown’s Body’’ and other familiar 
war songs. 

After the convention had been formally 
opened the President of the National League 
of Republican Clubs, John M. Thurston of 
Omaha, Neb., made the following address. 
He said: 

PRESIDENT THURSTON’S ADDRESS.

STATE LEGISLATION, 


THE RECORD IN MINNESOTA—BILLS APPROVED 
BY MISSOURI'S GOVERNOR. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., April 21.—The Legislature 
adjourned yesterday sine die. It failed to 
pass any of the radical bills, which had caused 
sO much apprehension throughout the 
business community ofthe State. The only 
railroad bills passed were such as were ac- 
ceptable to the rallroads, The income-tax 
bill and the McHale anti-tights bill were 
killed in the House Committee after passing 
the Senate. Among the most important bills 
passed were the Australian election bill for 
the entire State, the congressional and ap- 
portionment bill, raising the consent to 14 
years, the new Capitol bill and the anti- 
Pinkerton bill with an amendment provid- 
ing that detectives may be employed by per- 
sons or corporations. 

Before adjourning the Senate heard the re- 
port of Ignatius Donnelly, Chairman of the 
special committee appointed to investigate 
the charge that the bankers of the State had 
raised money to defeat the usury bill. His 
report stated that $25,000 had been raised by 
the bankers, a very large part of which he 
believed to have been corruptly used. Sena- 
tor Tanney made a minority report stating 
thatthe testimony taken gave no evidence 
that the money was raised for improper pur- 
poses. The minority report was adopted. 


APPROVED BY THE GOVERNOR. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 21.—Gov. 
Francis yesterday approved the following 
important bills: House bill No. 267, repealing 
the State milk inspection law and provid- 
ing for inspection of milk by ordinance. 
House bill No. 414, making ita misdemeanor 
far railroad or other corporation ‘‘spotters’’ 
to make false reports. House bill No. , the 
primary election bill, which places St. Louis 
primary elections under the supervision of 
the Recorder of Voters, and divests party 
committees of their hitherto almost absolute 
power. House bill 330, authorizing trust 
com panies to qualify as administrators and 
todoa fidelity or guarantee business, after 
making a deposit of $20,000 with the 
State Superintendent of Insurance. House 
bill No. 24, the reform schoo! bill, author 
izing the county courtsto send depraved or 
abandoned boys to training schools and to 
pay fortheir maintenance out of the county 
treasury. Senate bill No. 2, changing the 
law in regard to appeals in civil cases. House 
bill No. 408, compelling all corporations doing 
business inthe State to make reports annu.- 
ally to the Secretary of State as to their 
profits, property and taxes. House bill No. 
189, permitting and regulating the trial in 
this State of cases originating in other States. 
House bill No. 300, the road and highway bill. 
Senate bills Nos. 4 and 31, relating to the m- 
spection and regulation of factories, and 
House bill No. 0, the new dramshop law 
regulating the sale of liquor in original pack 
ages.

Transit Train. 


ENGINE AND SMOKER GO DOWN BUT NO 
LIVES LOST. 


Miraculous Escape of the Passengers—The 
Engineer at Fault— He and the Fire- 
man Have Disappeared—Death of «a 
Daring New England Naturalist-A 
Wreck in the South. 


NW Tonk, April 21.—A train on the Staten 
Island Rapid Transit Rallway ran into an 
open drawbridge at Bodine’s Creek, between 
Port Richmond and West New Brighton, last 
night, but although a portion of the train 
plunged into the creek, no lives were lost and 
no One was dangerously injured. The train 
left Port Richmond at 6:06 o'clock and was 
composed of five passenger cars and a 
smoker: baggage combination car. Engineer 
O Hara whistied down brakes when the train 
was Within fifty feet of the open draw, and 
also reversed his engine, but this did not stop 
the train, When the engine was within 
a few feet of the open draw 
Engineer O'Hara and Fireman Thompson 
Jumped out of the cab. The engine plunged 
into the open draw ,dragging the smoker after 
it. There were about sixty passengers on 
thetrainand abouttwenty inthe smoking 
car. Thesmoker did not go into the creek 
all the way, the front trucks resting 
under water on the cab of the locomotive, 
and thecar standing upward. The menin 
the smoker climbed upon the rear platform 
and thus easily stepped upon the track and 
escaped. Some of them were cut and bruised 
by broken glass. The car directly behind the 
smoker ran uponthe rear platform of the 
smoker and wrecked it. The passengers in 
the other cars were badly shaken up but not 
injured. The accident was due to the gross 
carelessness of Engineer O'Hara. O Hara 
and Fireman Thompson have disappeared. 

FATAL TRAIN WRECK IW ALABAMA. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 21.—A wreck oe 
curred on the Alabama & Great Southern Kall- 
road at midnight last night near Springville, 
twenty miles north of Birmingham. Some 
malicious person had removed the fish plates, 
causing the ralls to spread. Passenger train 
No. 6, north bound limited, was ditched 
and the engine and four cars turned 
over. Engineer John Cotten and 
Fireman Charles George were scalded to 
death. George was killed instantly and Cot- 
ten died soon afterwards. The postal 
clerk and the express messenger were slightiy 
hurt. 

The passengers were shaken up, but none 
hurt. 

Both the dead men lived in Chattanooga. 
Cotten was 44 years oli and leaves a wife and 
six children. George was #2 years old and 
leaves awifeand three children. ‘The acci- 
dent happened on a down grade. The escape 
of all the passengers from death was almost 
miraculous. There ig no clew to the perpe- 
trators. 


FELL FROM A CLIFF. 
DEATH OF THE DARING BATURALIST, ons OC, 
CAHOON. 

New York, April 21.—A Taunton (Mass.) 
special says: News has been received here of 
the death by falling from a cliff into the sea 
at, or near, Piacentia, Newfoundiand, of 
John C. Cahoon, the young hnaturalist of 
Taunton. His body has been recovered and 
will be sent home the latter part of the week. 
Cahoon was one of the most daring hunters 
for bird specimens in the country and had 
done considerable work for the Smithsonian 
Institution. His searches took him at times 
through the most unfrequented parts of 
Mexico and South America, and this was his 
third trip to Newfoundland in search of rare 
specimens. 

DANGERS OF THE RAILWAY MAIL SERVICE.

The first suggestion that Page McPherson 
had been located at any particular point 
geached St. Louis this morning. Two days 
agoacertain gentleman, who does not wish 
to be mentioned in connection with the case, 
received a letter from a town in Northern 
Texas The writer, a former St. Louisan, 
said that he had read the  ac- 
counts of McPherson’s disappearance, and 
also the description of him given in the pa- 
pers, and while he was sitting at breakfast 
in the hotel he noticed just opposite at the 
table a man who answered perfectly the de- 
scription of McPherson, He was accom- 
panied by a woman, and they seemed to be 
very much interested in the St. Louis papers, 
_ Which they had before them. He heard them 
speak of a sensation, and finally the man sup- 
posed to be McPherson, after reading one of 
the articles, turned to his companion and 
said: ‘*Well, they are writing me up exten-

„es, and the conversa- 
tion ended there. 
That day they left the hotel, the woman go- 
ihe to Dallas and the man towards New Or- 


leans. 

The gentleman who received the letter 
wired at once for all the details that could be 
secured and asked particularly whether the 
identification was positive. Areply was re- 
ceived this morning which leaves the matter 
in considerable doubt. The correspondent, 
though formerly a resident of &t. Louis, did 
mot know McPherson and recognized or 
thought he recognized him bythe descrip- 
tions given of him, and he couid not give any 
assurance that the man he saw was the one 
who ts missing from this city. He says, how- 
ever, that he is satisfied in his own mind that 
the man seen there is the missing broker. 

A CONFIDANTE STILL SUSPECTED. 

Page McPherson's invisibility still consti- 
totes the one prominent feature of the 
strange case in which he has figured for the 
past ten days. The important facts of the 
causes leading upto his disappearance and 
the desperate action taken by him the day 
before he dropped so completely out 
of the st. Louis world, making his fiight 
@ necessity, have already been brought to 
light by the Post-DispatcH, and there is no 
missing link in the story of business re- 
verses, speculative disaster and final ruin 
which brought about the sensational climax 
of mysterious disappearance. There are now 
just two developments necessary to complete 
the story, and both developments are appar- 
ently doomed to most profound conceal- 
ment for sometime to come. The first and 
all-important one is the discovery of Page 
McPherson's whereabouts; the second is the 
establishment of the generally accepted the- 
ory that there are one or two friends in St. 
Louis who knew of his contemplated flight, 


and who also know where he is at the preseme- 


time. 

80 firm is the belief in the existence of a 
confidential friend of McPherson’s who could 
unravel the chief mystery of the case to-day, 
if he saw fit, that there are other friends of 
the missing man who do not hesitate to make 
chargesto that effect and to predict that 
when Page McPherson reappears or is heard 
from, as is confidently expected, this fact will 
become self-evident. With these charges 
current on the streets, there are also still 
current from several sources denials and ex- 
planations which narrow the field of possible 
suspicion and lend additional mystery to the 
story of the young society man's fight. His 
business and society associates seem to ap- 
preciate the likelihood of his having confided 
his intention of disappearing to some one of 
their number, and all are anxious to clear 
their skirts, or coat-tails, more properly 
Speaking, ot the suspicion of being the holder 

the McPherson secret. 
BROKER ROSS MAKES A STATEMENT. 

Among those upon whom it seems that this 
suspicion first fastened, and to whom it clung 
with fuctuating, but still constant persist- 
ency, is Mr. Frank D. Ross, the Third street 
broker, associated with the brokerage firm 
of Wm. C. Little, Scott & Co. Mr. 
Ross is the friend to whom Page 
McPherson told the story of his 
business entanglements, and intimated his 
intention of taking a desperate course to free 
himself of histrouble. He is also the friend 
who, as believed by Dan Shea, clerk for 
Broker A. J. Well, met and talked with Page 
McPherson on thecornerof Third and Pine 
streets on the Monday morning following Mc- 
Pherson’s disappearance of the preceding 
Friday. These facts led to the belief that 
Ross knew more about the case than he cared 
to tell, and brought about a police watch set 
upon that gentleman, which was expected to 
have important results. For several days after 
McPherson's disappearance Ross could not be 
seen, and until to-day it has been impossible 
to secure a detailed statement from him bear- 
ing upon his knowledge of the case. Mr. Ross 
was seen this morning, however, by a Posr- 
Dar ron reporter and saw the necessity for 
prompt action tn his own behalf.

A Door Forced Open to Secure an Entrance 
J. M. Ensor Returns to St. Louis—A 
Saloon-Keeper Charged With Assault— 
May Be Infanticide— Used a Beer 
Mallet. 


It to-day developed that since yesterday 
morning the department detectives have 
been at work on a case of daring burglary 
and safe robbery committed in the heart of 
the city. It seems that at 7 o’clock Monday 
morning, when a clerk appeared to open the 
establishment of the Luyties homeopathic 
pharmacy, at 806 North Broadway, and ad- 
joining the Bank of Commerce, he found to 
his surprise that he had been anticipated. 
The door leading from the hallway on the 
third door to the rooms occupied by 
the offices and pharmacy proper 
was half open. A hasty examination 
revealed that the lock had been broken and 
the door forcibly opened. Once inside it was 
found that the rooms had been ransacked, 
the safe opened and $82.10 in cash and ne- 
gotiable notes aggregating over $400 taken. 
Early inthe day the burglary was reported 
at the Four Courts and an official investiga- 
tion has been in progress ever since with but 
little avail. The money and notes were taken 
from the cash-box of the safe. The thief 
evidently knew the combination as no force 
had been used to open the doors. For this 
reason the proprietors and police are of the 
opinion that some person at one time em- 
ployed at the place was a party to the 
theft. At present more than twenty 
persons are daily engaged inthe rooms, but 
upon these no suspicion rests. The estab- 
lishment was open untill o’clock Sunday 
afternoon, this giving the burglars eighteen 
hoursin whichto operate. Dr. John Hart- 
wig, his wife anda clerk occupy apartments 
inthe roomsof the Owens Electric Belt Co. 
on the second floor and were absent from the 
bullding at no time during the day or night, 
yet heard none of the noise which must have 
been madeinthe breaking open of the door 
in the hallway overhead. 


Notary Ensor Returns.

When Ensor disappeared he left 
a number of bills behind him. He has been 
inthe city for several days, but neither his 
reiations nor friends will tell what settle- 
ment he made with his creditorsto prevent 
prosecution.

THE WAR OUTLOOK. 

The financial distress of Italy is such 
that she would hardly try to carry. the 
enormous burden imposed by her participa- 
tion in the Dreibund, unless that device 
were favored by England as the best safe- 
guard against the impending war. Never 
before was England’s financial supremacy 
in Europe more potent than it is now asa 
political factor. The idéa that the Drei- 
bund has secret assurance of English sup- 
port, is probably all that keeps Italy in it, 
and all that France and Russia fear. 

With England joining the combination 
against them and furnishing the means to 
keep Italian and Turkish armies in the 
field, it would be rash for France and 
Russia to rush into war against such odds. 
They would be over-matched by land and 
sea, and the position of Francein such a 
war would expose her to the brunt of the 
fighting and the disaster. The combined 
navies of Germany, England and Italy 
could lock up her ports and her commerce, 
and the four united powers could spare 
enough troops to prevent her from recover- 
ing Alsace-Lorraine, and could at the same 
time hold Russia in check with Austrian, 
Turkish and German troops. It would be 
in fact a combination of five stalwart 
powers against two. 

Why then do the war preparations of 
France and Russia keep the Continent in a 
state of alarm? Russia knows that all 
Europe, including France, is opposed to 
Russian designs upon Turkish territory, 
and that if France were not now devoting 
herself to another and dearer object she 
would be among the first to support Turkey 
against Russian aggression. France knows 
that Russia would not crooka finger to 
promote the restoration of Alsace and 
Lorraine. If they go to war it can be with 
nocommon object and with no co-opera- 
tion or mutual understanding except that 
each in pursuing its own object will 
weaken the opposition to the other’s 
plans. 

The dogged persistence of Russia in her 
purpose of extending her domain to the 
Mediterranean is now temporarily aided 
by the dogged determination of France to 
recover her lost provinces. But the short 
crops and the tremendous combination 
against them may admonish them that they 
cannot now with safety to themselves 
plunge into war a continent already over- 
burdened with debts, taxes and tottering 
thrones.

HOEFFNER’S LIABILITY. 


THE COURT BRRED, BUT THE BONDSMEN 
Ar STILL BE HELD. 


— 


The Court ot Appeals on Mr. Hoeftner’s 
Effort to Escape Liability—Twenty- 
Eight ens Handed Down by the 
Court Morning—Court Notes. 


The Court of Appeals rendered twenty-eight 
decisions this morning, showing that the 
judges of the court have been working very 
hard since last decision day, two weeks ago. 
Most of the written opinions accompanying 
the decisions are long and some of them are 
very important. Inthe appeal case of Geo. 
Hoeffner,the professional bond signer at the 
Four Courts, the Court reverses the Judgment 
of the Criminal Court and remands the 
case with certain instructions to the court. 
This is the case in which Hoeffner gave bond 
tor one Fred Jacob, who was charged with 
breaking into the store of the Simmons Hard- 
ware Co. and stealinga lot of guns. Jacob 


1 jumped his bond in the Court of Criminal 


Correction, andthe bond was declared for- 
feited, andthe transcriptof the record sent 
tothe Oriminal Court. Judge Normile or- 
dered a scire facias to issue against Hoeffner, 
and, the latter ignoring the order, 
judgment for the amount 

bond, $1,000, was 

him, and execution ordered. 
thereupon appeared in court and moved to 
quash the execution on the ground that the 
Court of Criminal Correction had nc power to 
take a recognizance in case of a felony, and 
Claiming also that if it had such authority 
the Criminal Court still had no jurisdiction, 
as the power to collect the amount of the 
bond was vested solely in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction. This motion to quash was 
overruled and Hoeffner took an appeal. 

The Court of Appeals says that the St. Louis 
Court of Criminal Correction exercises the 
dual function of an examining magistrate 
and trial court. In cases of felony the judge 
isan examining magistrate merely, and the 
fact that the power exercised by him in these 
cases is exercised by the court can in no 
sense enlarge that jurisdiction. The judge 
has power to take recognizances, both asa 
judge and as a court, and in all 
cases within its jurisdiction the court 
has power . to declare forfeitures 
of such recognigances and award 
executions upon such forfeitures in like man- 
ner and with the same legal effect as the St. 
Louis Criminal Court is authorized to do. In 
regard to examining magistrates, the law 
provides that upon a charge of felony they 
shall cause the accused to be brought before 
them; that they may adjourn the hearing 
and in the meantime, if the offense is ball - 
able, recognize the prisoner to appear ata 
fature day. In case the person recognized 
fails to appear on the day named they must 
enter a default against him and 
certify the recognizance with a 
record of such default to the 
court having cognizance of the offense 
charged against the defendant. It will be 
thus seen that the proceedings of the Court 
of Criminal Correction were erroneous in 
any view of the case. 

The court says that the statute as well as 
its judicial construction recognizes a dis- 
tinction between a Gefault upon a 
recognizance and a judgment of for- 
feiture after default. This necessitates 
a renewal of the judgment since the action 
of the Criminal Court based upon the erron- 
eous action of the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion cannot be upheld in any view of the 
case. 

The Court concludes that so much ofthe 
judgment entry made by the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction as declares a default was 
proper and justified, but that so much thereof 
as declares a forfeiture was beyond the juris- 
diction of that court and a mere nullity. The 
Criminal Court should, therefore, proceed 
with the case as if it had been certified to it 
with an entry of default only. It should pro- 
ceed to enter its own judgment of forfeiture 
and enforce the same by scire facias and exe- 
cution. 

The court reverses the decision of the lower 
court and remands the case to the Criminal 
Court, with directions to the court to pro- 
ceed inconformity with this opinion. Judge 
Thompson, while concurring in the reversal, 
1 from the directions given.

RETAIL GROCERS ORGANIZING. 


A Movement to Start an Association for 
Their Benefit and Protection. ‘ 

The disposition to organize has affected 
nearly every class in the country, and one 
of the last to be affected by it 
is the army of retail grocers. But 
the movement has begun among them at 
last and within a short time there will no 
doubt be a complete organization. A promi- 
nent retail grocer said to-day: 

An effort is being made at present to 
organize the retailgrocers for the purpose of 
opposing laws which are to their detriment 
and encouraging those which are to 
their interest, and of . concen- 
trated. effort for their mu benefit. 
For this purpose a petition has been cir- 
culated. But weare not aware of the pro- 
gress made with itbut we wish to call to the 
attention of tie retail grocers of 
this city the aecessity of such an 
organization. In the first place, the 
retail grocers are tehind every other class in 
this respect, for thare isno united effort to 
see that their interssts are properly cared for 
and as a class they have much to learn from 
all the other unitedinterests and from even 
the ‘backwoods farmer’ in the swamps of 
Arkansas. There is no class of labor 
in the United States; to-day, getting 
just and proper remuneration for its 
services except carganized labor, and the 
successofany class is attained only through 
united action. Wesee the other classes 
organized. Why not we? Much of the 
loss through pcor credit might be 
avoided and dead beats entirely frustrated. 
Laws might be passed through the aid 
of such an organization making 
it possible to collect =grocery bills; 
enforcing the weekly payment of employes, 
which failed to pass the Legislature owing to 
the opposition of the corporations through 
their tools in the General Assembly, and an- 
nulling the exemption of the present month’s 
salary of emplores, which is taken 
advantage of only by dead beats. 
We sincerely hope that the grocers of this 
city will organize fer the purpose of having 
an eye single to their future advancement 
and welfare and that the name of every re- 
tall grocer in this city will lie upon its roll of 
membership.“ 


TOOK HER WATCH AWAY. 


A Servant Girl’s Beau Arrested for Steal- 
ing Her Timepiece. 


Detectives Gaffney and King went this 
morning to the stables of the St. Louis Trans- 
fer Co., on Fourth and Spruce streets, 
and arrested a driver named Richard Steb- 
bins. Later in theday a warrant was 
sworn out, charging the prisoner with grand 
larceny. Itseemsthat Stebbins was, until 
about two months ago, employed at the 
livery stable of Keyes & Watkins, Grand 
and Bell avenues. He made the 
acquaintance of Miss Ligzgie Haus, a domes- 
tic in a private family at 8658 Olive street, 
and prosecuted his suit with such 
ardor that he soon ingratiated him- 
self into the girl’s favor, and 
later won her affections. One evening, while 
on his regular tri-weekly call, he accidentally 
or otherwise broke the crystal in the girl’s 
gold watch, and took the time piece away, 
saying that he would have it repaired. The 
cooling of his affection dates from that night. 
Soon he ceased his visits. Then the girl re- 
ceived a letter from him, purporting to 
have been written in Chicago, but 
bearing only the postmark of the St. Louis 
office. In this letter he announced 
that he would never return. Miss 
Haus then placed the matter in 
the hands of Chief of Detectives 
Desmond, who assigned Detectives Gaffney 
and King. When Stebbins was searched at 
the Four Courts to-day a pawn-ticket 
for the missing watch was found 
on his person. This showed that the 
time · piece had been put up at Van Raalte’s 
for $10. Its value is said to be $388. Stebbins 
posed to Miss Haus as a single man, but to- 
day informed the detectives that he hada 
wife in Chicago. He is now in jail on the 
strength of the warrant which Miss Haus 
swore out. 


DETERMINED TO DIE. 


An Unknown Man Plunges Into the River 
and Refuses Succor. 

An unknown man, about 60 years of age, 
evidently a laborer, ended his existence early 
this morning by plunging into the Mississippi 
River at the foot of Bremen avenue. A num- 
ber of lumber-pullers employed by the 
Knapp, Stout & Co. Company saw him when 
he deliberately Jumped into the river from a 
raftoflumber. Heremained onthe surface 
of the water and floated down a 
block.

MORE OFFICES 70 FILL. 


THE LOCAL MILK INSPECTION LAW TO 
BE OPERATIVE ONCE MORE. 


Gov. Francis Signs the Bill Repealing the 
State Law and an Ordinance Provid- 
ing for a Chief and Five Assistant In- 
spectors to Be Drafted. 


It has been publicly announced that Gov. 
Francis has signed the meagure repealing the 
State milk inspection law. The place where 
this action has most effect is here in St. 
Louis, as it loosens the fetters which have 
bound the local authorities and prevented 
them from carrying out the most important 
ends of the local law. With the State law re- 
pealed the local law again springs into ac- 
tivity and it can now be fully enforced. Dr. 
Sullivan, the present Inspector, is at work on 
an ordinance which will be introduced 
when finished by Delegate Tom Kaye, who 
has just resigned his position as Dairy In- 
spector to take that of member of the House 
of Delegates, 

The scope of the new ordinance is quite ex- 
tensive. It will provide fora chief inspector 
and four deputy milk inspectors and two 
dairy inspectors. The main feature of the 
law will be the same, inasmuch as it pro- 
vides that only unskimmed milk shall be sold 
in the city. A penalty will be imposed for 
violation of this regulation and every effort 
will be made to suppress what is known as 
skimmed milk. Dr. Sullivyn is hard at work 
drawing up the new ordinance and 
expects to have it finished in time for intro» 
duction at the Friday meeting of the As- 
sembly. Whether the appointments ofall 
these new officers will be delegated to the 
Mayor or not has not yet been decided. 
When the new ordinance is understood it will 
in all probability start another milk war and 
the long standing fight{between the importers 
and the home producers will break out 
afresh.; The importer,headed by the St. Louis 
Dairy Co., are in favor of supporting 
a rigid anti-skimmed milk law, while the 
local men are strong for skimmed milk and 
lax laws governing the feedingof distillery 
and brewery refuse to cows. Even if the new 
law is defeated the existing one will stand so 
that it looks very muchas if the inspectors 
would win a victory after years of hard fight- 
ing. * 


Physician for the Work-House. 


City ‘Counselor Bell has kindly drawn up an 
ordinance which gives the Mayor a very 
handy office which can be used for paying off 
small political debts. 

It bas been for years the custom to detail 
one of the physicians fromthe City Hospital 
to attend the prisoners at the Work-house. 
Suddenly, when offices are in great demand,a 
necessity for a change is observed 
and a new position created and 
the Mayor empowered to fill the position to 
suit himself. There seems to be no question 
either as to whether the Assembly will pass 
the measure or not. The ordinance is as fol- 
lows: 

An ordinanhee anthorizing the Mayor to employa 
physician for the Work-house. 

Be it ordained by the Municipal Assembly of the 
City of St. Louis, as follows: 

Sec. 1. The Mayor is hereby authorized to employ 
a physician for the compensation of $50 per month, 
to render al] medical treatment neces to the in- 
mates of the Work-house, and to attend said institu- 
tion every day for said purpose. Said employment 
shall be from month to month, and may be términ- 
ated at the end of any month without previous 
notice. @ expense created by the above employ- 
ment shall be allowed by the Board of Public Im- 
provements, as other expenses of the Work-house 
are allowed, and durin employment it shall 
be unnecessary to detaila physician from the Cit 
Hospital, as 32 in sec. 1775 of the re 
ordinances of 1889. 

With this ordinance at his command the 
Mayor can pass the job around among his 
needy doctor friends with most satisfactory 
results. 


Design for the World’s Fair. 

Mr. F. 8. Ingoldsby has on exhibition in the 
office of President Burnet a plaster model of 
his World's Fair idea. The model represents 
a man in a half kneeling position with the 
world on his shoulders; fastened to the rock 
on which he partly rests are the broken chains 
and fetters which bound him to ignorance 
and prejudice. ll 

The designer intends that the structure 
shall be four hundred feet high when 
erected and be made available for art gal- 
leries, exhibition halls and other places of 
entertainment? The design is a very pretty 
one and refiects credit upon the skill and 
ingenuity of Mr. Ingoldsby.

THE SUBURBAN ROAD. 


Work on the New Electric Line Being 
Pushed—Its Effect on Property. 


Some pretty rapid workis being accom- 
plished for the reconstruction of the St. Louis 
& Suburban Railway into an electric system. 
The grading and widening of the road bed for 
the double track is finished nearly all the way 
out to Wells Station, and to-day it was in- 
tended to commence shifting the old track 
over to one side. Some of the rails for the 
additional track are already here, the 
ties have arrived, all the wooden 
electric poles are on the ground 
and the stone foundations for the power 
plant at DeHodiamagnt are being put in. 
From present indications the locomotive sec- 
tion of the road will have been changed and 
in running order June 1, as provided in the 
contracts. Mr. Charles H. Turner, President 
of the road, says just as soon as that part of 
the line is finished the work of reconstructing 
the cable section will be commenced. Noth- 
ing, however, will be done with that until 
all the material is on the ground. 
The iron poles will be delivered by 
May 10. Then they will be placed in position 
and the trolly wires put up. When all the 
overhead work is done an immense force of 
men willbe put to work on the track, with 
the intention of having that part of the work 
and the whole line completed and tn opera- 
tion out to Florissant by the 10th of July. 

The con.pletion of this road will be hailed 
with delight by the residents along the con- 
templated route, as it will give them much 
better facilities between their homes and the 
city, and will greatly enhance the value of 
property in that section.

of pleasing comedy and a. touch of delicate 

thos. The story is that of a young work- 

g woman, Barbara, whois guardian angel 
of a chum, Lilie, and her poor and bashful 
sweetheart, Cecil. She brings the two to- 
gether, and then, learning that she is the 
sister of Cecil, who was supposed to be 
drowned when achild and is entitled toa 
fortune left by an old aunt, sacrifices herself 
in order to secure the happiness of her 
brother and friend. The part of Barbara is 
delightfully played by Isabella Coe, who suc- 
ceeds in givinga charming picture ofa self- 
reliant and strong, dut gentle woman. She 
isas delicately effective in pathos as she 
is bright and captivating in comedy. Miss 
Nelite Lingard givesa life-like, but perhaps 
somewhat overdrawn sketch of a willful girl, 
G. W. Reynier suggests the dude more than 
the hero as Cecil, but is fairly satisfactory, 
and Graham Henderson is excellent as Finni- 
cum. 

Unfortunately Barbara“ is linked with 
„Pr. Binh,“ whichis an offense to respect- 
able theater-goers. Itsentire plot is based 
upon immoral intrigue, and the point of most 
of its lines involves the vulgar double mean- 
ing. Thereis perhaps more excuse for it 
than for The Clemenceau Case, but its 
character is, if possible, worse. It reeks with 
vulgar lasciviousness and indecent sugges- 
tion. The greater part of itis unspeakable. It 
is somewhat strange that such a refiection on 
the stage as the character of Miss Fauntleroy 
of the Frivolity Theater and of Miss Horton, 
who has married and retired from the stage, 
should be found on the stage. Both are ex- 
ponents of vice which is somewhat spectacu- 
lar in the case of Miss Fauntleroy, whose 
dances, especially the Kangaroo dance, sug- 
gest the Can Can at its worst.

Polk lacks unction, but fully suggests the 
half reformed rake. Louise Allen is clever 
as the dancer, but injects spice enough into 
her work for a whole Frivolity company. 
Selina Fetter is a little heavy in her methods 
for the flirting Mrs. Herton, but does good 
work, and the part of Mrs. Firman is broadly 
played by Mrs. Louisa Eldredge. The cast is 
well rounded out with Nellie Lingard, G. W. 
Reynier, Graham Henderson, James Lackaye 
and Jane Grafton in the other parts.

Brief speeches were made by the 
President, Postmaster-General Wanamaker 
and Secretary Rusk from the rear platform, 
and as the train moved off the children 
showered the visitors with flowers. The 
Mayor of Sanderson invited the President to 
visit that place, which he described as the 
most barren spot on the earth. 

Ashort stop was made at Ysleta, ex., 
claimed tobe the oldest city in the United 
States, where the President Was received by 
Mayor Robinson and a Mexican band. The 
President shook hands with a laree 

_of Mexicans and Indians, ana 
received a profusion of flowers from 
children. El Paso celebrated the occasion of 
the first visit ever made to it by the (Chief 
Magistrate of the nation by a grand interna- 
tional demonstration by the citizens of the 
two republics. There was also general par. 
ticipation on the part of tie rest 

Indians. The reception was a4 
perfect ovation. The city was elaborate. 
ly decorated with American and Mexican 
decorations, the public buildings and busi. 
ness houses displaying a profusion of bunt. 
ing. There were many arches bearing 
mottoes of Welcome to Our President, 
**Welcome to Our Mexican Friends, and 
{*Reciprocity with Mexico.“ The last named 
mottoes were in Spanish and English. 

The American and Mexican troops were 
drawn up in line at the station when the 
train stopped, the former firing a salute of 
twenty-one guns, and the military band 
played patriotic airs. The President was 
greeted on the platform of the car by a storm 
of cheers, In which the citizens of both coun. 
tries participated. 

Gov. Carillos of Chihuahua and his staff and 
Gen. Rangel, Commander-in-chief of ths 
Second Zone of Mexico, witha large military 
band of thirty-five pieces participated in the 
reception as the representatives of President 
Diaz of Mexico, who was unable to be pres- 
ent. The troops wore side arms and entered 
our territory by special permission of Presi- 
dent Harrison.

ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 


Mystery ofthe Blood-Stained Shirt at the 
Hotel d' Austrias. 

Dr. G. Cook Bailey, living at No. 1605 Olive 
street, made an attempt to commit suicide 
on Sunday night at the Hotel d' Austria, on 
Fourth and Clark avenue. Yesterday a shirt 
stained with blood was found in one of the 
rooms of the hotel, and a search for the per- 
son who had left it was immediately insti- 
tuted. The police knew the circumstances 
of the case, so the mystery which surrounded 
the discovery was very soon cleared away. 
Dr. Bailey explained the whole matter to the 
police shortly after he made the attempt. 
He had been suffering from a 
rush of blood to the head, super - 
induced by an old attack ‘of grip. 
On Sunday night while walking along the 
street he was taken with one of these attacks 
and turned into the first hotel he could find.
